and other falſe Prophets of the Anabap-

In the ſingular number, v. 9. knitting 
three in one, becauſe though they are 
three in number, yet they are but one 
innature, three perſons in one ſubſtance 
or eſfence : and ſo three bear witneſs in 
heaven, and yetall is the teſtimony bar 
of one God.

panies of Beleevers making profeſſion | 
of the ſame common Faith, yet it hath |

Cnae, XXVI. 
Of the Lords Supper. 


T HE Lords Supper is the Sacrament 
of. Preſervation in the Church ; 
wherein by the ſigns of bread and wine, 
are fi ied ſorted and exhibited to every 
faithful receiver, the body and blood of 
Chriſt, for his ſpiritual nouriſhment and 
continual growth in him unto life ever- 


laſting. | 
Adverſ.arics of old were many, that 

did either deſpiſe and refuſe this holy Sa- 

crament, or abulſc or prophane it, either 


mingling, adding, or altering and change- 
rs 


ements, and ſubſticuting others 
in their places. But to let them paſs, 
at this day the principal Erroxrs are 
theſe three. 

The firſt is of Tranſubſtanrtiation, and 
that holdeth, that after the words of 
Conſecration, and by vertue of the ſame, 
there is a converſion or turning of 'the 
bread and wine into the body and blood 
of Chriſt, ſo that the very true and natu- 
ral body of Chriſt is corporally -preſenr 


and 
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and carnally eaten in the Sacrament, the 
ſubſtance of bread and wine being va- 
| niſht away, nothing remaining thereof, 
but only the outward accidents to ſerve 
the ſenſes. The firſt occaſion of this he- 
reſie ſeems to be given by the (aper- 
naites, John 6.52. but was confirmed wun- 
7 der this title by the Councel of Larcran, 
[ called againſt Berengarizs in the yeare 
1215; and this is now the opinion of the 
Papi(ts, followed with many Blaſphe- 
mes, Idolatries, and ridiculous Mumme- 
Ties. 

The ſecond is of Conſubſtantiation, 
invented by ſome, who, to {un the ab- 
ſurdities of the former cpinion fell into 
worſe, affirming, That the ſubſtance of 
bread and wine, and of the body and 
blood of Chriſt, are joyntly, or both ro- 
gether, bodily preſent, and eaten in the 
Sacrament ; the body of Chriſt being in, 
with, and under the bread. The firſt 
Author of this opinion , and the time 
| whenit began is uncertainly reported 
| andalthoughit were long betore Luther, 
yet it was taken up in haſte by him about 
| theyear 1525. 1$ ſtill maintained by his 
followers, and gave occaſion to conti- 
pue that bowing and cringing chat was 
1  latdy 
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lately uſed to the Communion Table. 
The third 1s of bare figure,” and only 
Ggnification, affirming, That im the Sa- 
crament there is nothing but bread and 
wine, bare (igns, and no other preſence of 
Chriſts body but cily in figure and ſig- 
nification ; ſo that the faithful receive 
nothing but naked and bare ſigns.

men that may err, but may need Refor- 
mation, evenasa material building doth 
gced often reparation. And for as much 
as many horrible abafes and ſnperſticions 
were lately brought, through the deceit- 
fulneſs of ſome, into the Church of Eng-+ 
land, to the great diſhonor of Almighty 
God, the decay of piety, and imminent 
rxuine of- the rrae Proteſtant Rebgian, 
therefore this preſent Reformation was 
 extreamly neceſſary ; and is no: Innova- 
tion, but 'a Reftiuration only of our 
Chuarchto its ancient purity of dodqrine 
diſciplineand divine worſhip, as: it was 
eſtabliſhed by the noble Princes -.X, :Ed- 
Ward 6. and ,®.

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Alchough this truth be as clear as the Errors. 
light, as ſhall immediately be. made ap- 
pear, and that this preſent Reformation 
hath caſt our many groſs abuſes, rhat 
contrary to the determinations. of our 
Church haye been lately. put. upon us, 
yet there are .civers adverſaries that ci- 
ther out of malice, or ignorance,or both, 
do. ſtill with all their might oppole ir : 
And fo I ſhall reduce them all under 
three heads : The farlt is of thoſe that do 
it of pure malice, as all lewd and difſo- 
late perſons, who hate all reformation 
whatſoever,that ſhal hedg up their extra- 
vagant ways, and givea check or {top to 
their looſe courſes ; among theſe we may 
reckon ſome Papilts and other SeRaries. 
The ſecond is of thoſe that doit of meer 
ignorance, as: divers civil Proteſtants, 
that think no Religion ſo ancient as thac 
they were bred in ; and ſtrangely miſta- 
king Church-men for the Chiurch, take 
.up molt of their religion upon-their cre- 
diz. The third ſort do it. of malice and 


zgnorance- both; as divers fiery ſpirits,

I hall endeavor to fatisfie the honeſt 
Proteſtanr, that is engaped againſt the re- 
formation for want of better informati- 
on, and would ſoon perhaps imbrace the 
truth, if he. were not courted with (o 
many lycs, by deceivers that abound in 
the world. The common'icomplaint and 
cry.is;for the Religion that was in 
Elizabeths time again. And that we 
have not now the {ame Religion... The 
Anſwer in brief is,that we have the ſame 
Religion (till, not a new. And that the 
true Proteſtant Religion which was then 
vr is now, not altered, bur ſettled, 

ing reſtored to its priſtine purity, and 
purged from many abuſes wherewith it 
wasbnt lately corrupted. As, *

of our Church at firſt eſtabliſhed, as will 


appear by comparing them with the. 39.
